chair. The crime for which she ws t 
exeowt::d aud for which her husbanci, 
Jam es D. Farm er is also under sen­ 
tence of death, was the murder of 
Mrs. Sarah Brennan, a neighbor, in 
the village of P.rowuisville, Jefferson 
county, about four 
miles 
from 
city of 
W atertown, 
on 
Thursday, 


A pril 23 , 
1908. 
The 
body of Mr.,. 
Brennan was found on the following 
Monday in a trunk owned 
by 
Mrs. 
Farm er and in her possession. Mrs.I^ar- 
iner and her husband were given sep­ 
arate trials, and although 
tlie 
evi­ 
dence was ciremiistantial, l>oth were 
convicted and sentenced to be electro 
cuted. Mrs. Farm er's counsel atiemp<- 
ed to establish at the trial that she 
was insane and irresponsible for the 
crime, but the court of appeals fc- 
dared that it was “ clcarlv a deb!> 
eraie and intentional act,” and th-it 
there were 
no 
circuinsiajices 
that 
“ mitigated against its heinousness.” 
Mrs. Fanner came to this country 
from Ireland in 1900, and worked for 
a time as a domestic in Binghainptou, 
going from th^^re 
to 
Buffalo. wlier<^ 
she married Jam es D. Farm er in 190 Í. 
E a rly in 1909 they moved to Browns 
ville, where they remained for a few 
months at one of Farm er's relatives, 
after which they kept boarders in an 
adjoining village. In May. 1907, Uiey 
moved into a portion of an old build­ 
ing formerly used as a hotel in a pait

From reports received by the state 
hot'ird of horticultuiv from sixty-three 
counties it is suown that the pros­ 
pects are yet good for a big crop of 
peaches this yc-ar. 
'Iliere are about 
tliree critical stagi*s in 
tlie 
peach 
crop. 
Tin- first is the danger from 
winter-kiliiiig; 
the 
second, 
late 
spring frosts; 
and third, the bmwn 
rot which is liabh* to att;u-k the fruit 
just as it is ripening. 
The winter has killed must of the 
fruit buds so far as the Elbert a and 
sim ilar commercial varieties are con­ 
cerned, in a great majority 
of 
the 
counties, but the few counties, viz: 
Howell, Oregon, Ripley, Shannon and 
St. I.x)uis, which yet show from :’.5 
per cent to 95 per c(*nt of live bud«, 
are tin* famous peaeli counties. 
In 
fact, it is probably saf«' to saw that 
there are more commercial orchards 
ill these five counties than in all the 
rest of the state put together, so that 
it is clear if they show a fuil crop 
that the entire state can be supplied 
with peaches and also nniny car loads 
shipped out. 
From scattering and incomplete- re­ 
ports received it aiipears that thi're 
will be little fruit north of the Mis­ 
souri river except seedlings. 
In making up this report seedling 
Iteaches w^ere not included, because 
they cut no figure in the fruit market. 
It i.s not generall.v realized that a 
fair sized peach tree in 
good 
con­ 
dition has from 5,000 
to 10,000 fruil 
buds and therefore 20 per cent to 20 
per cent found alive would make a 
full crop, i. e.. the number of iieaches 
a tree can ripen 
pericctly. 
It 
ap­ 
pears that a number of counties have 
from MO to Vo a crop in sight, but it 
should 
lie 
rememliered 
that 
trees 
bearing light loads will 
mature 
the 
fruit imusually well and hence would 
bring as much money as a larger per 


cent of a full crop. 
The Elbert a is the leading commer­ 
cial peach in this state end this va­ 
riety is taken as the basis for esti­ 
mates. 
Sometimes 
other 
varieties 
that are only rarely planted will show 
a high per cent of live buds, but of 
course tlu*se would ciR no figure in 
general market conditions.
